REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art though 
recognizing the components separately does not disclose a method of increasing pH, hot carcass 
weight or decreasing drip loss by the administration of the specific closed formulation of the 
instant claims. Miller discloses a feed composition, yet is silent to the total weight of the feed, 
and the feed include several additional components not found in the instant claims. The 
formulation of the instant claims consists solely of 73.5% dried citrus pulp, 21.5% Vitamin C 
and 5% molasses. The dosage form must be administered one time at least 16 hours before 
harvest in the amount of one pound. This method is not disclosed in the prior art. For these 
reasons the invention of non obvious over the prior art.
